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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed September 9, 2004. The 
Examiner acknowledges the amendments to claims 16-21 and 24-27, as well as the cancellation 
of claims 22 and 23.

No prior art of record teach or fairly suggest a mentation test apparatus, as claimed by 
Applicant, where an image control means randomly distributes and displays a given number of 
targets on a display screen to be pointed to by a subject touching a transparent touch panel 
overlaid on the display screen according to a prescribed order and erases targets that have been 
pointed to in a correct order; a time counter measures search response times required by the 
subject; and a processing means calculates the mentation of the subject based on the search 
response times measured by the time counter and the sequential order.
